The Trustees having long been of the opinion that the gen- 
erae appearance of Central Cemetery would be greatly improy- 
ed by taking out the retaining wall and trees separating the 
first and second purchases, grading the land and curbing the 
same, and also believing they had received encouragement from 
citizens proposing to take such lots as might be laid out on 
said grounds. sufficient to pay for the curbing and labor, with- _ 
out expense to the town, the Trustees proceeded two years ago 
to lay out the land, and negotiated with the Diamond Hill 
Granite Company of Providence, R. L., to curb the same at an 
expense of $1000. The Trustees were to remove the old wall, 
take out the trees and grade the lots. With the stones of the 
wall they built a retaining wall on the east side of the avenue 
of the old cemetery, next the river. After the work was com- 
pleted, the Trustees were not as fortunate as they had been 
led to expect, in disposing of the lots, only selling six of the 
twelve lots laid out. The remaining lots are very desirable, 
and should bring when sold, $780. We now ask the town to 
raise and appropriate a sum of money, not to exceed $500, to 
pay up the indebtedness on the same, as per the following state- 
ment :

The Trustees would like, in answer to many inquiries made 
in regard to depositing funds in the bank for the benefit of pri- 
vate lots in the cemetery, to draw the attention of the public 
to Chap. 174, Section 1, of “ Acts and Resolves of 1875,” 
passed by the General Court of Massachusetts : 


“ Any savings bank in this Commonwealth is hereby author- 
ized to receive funds in trust, on deposit, to an unlimited 
amount for any one or all of the hereinafter named purposes : 
said funds shall be placed upon interest in said bank, and the 
interest and dividends arising therefrom shall be paid semi- 
annually to such town, city or cemetery authorities as may be 
designated by the donors of said funds or the will of the per- 
son bequeathing the same; said interest and dividends to be 
expended by such town, city or cemetery authorities, within 
the precincts of such town, city or cemetery, in setting out 
shade trees in streets and parks, and in improving the same ; 
in purchasing land for parks, and improving the same ; in 
maintaining cemetery or cemetery lots, and in erecting and 
maintaining drinking-fountains in public places, for any one or 
all of the before named purposes as may be specified by the 
donors of said funds or the will of the person bequeathing the 
same. No part of the principal of said funds shall be with- 
drawn or expended, and it shall be exempt from attachment or 
levy on execution.”’

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SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Our school houses have been kept in as good condition as the 
scanty appropriation for repairs would permit. 


According to the report of the Selectmen for the year 1880— 
81, the value of our school houses was $41,000. Landlords 
who rent houses, commonly hold that they must charge about 
ten per cent of the value of houses in order to realize the legal 
rate of interest of six per cent on their invested capital; that 
is, the four per cent above legal interest is necessary to pay 
taxes, insurance and repairs. The tax in our town during the 
past year was $12.00 per $1000, that is 1 1-5 per cent, and has 
rarely, if ever, exceeded 1 1-2 per cent. Insurance on such 
property as is rented, situated as is commonly the case, does 
not exceed 1 per cent, so that 2 1-2 per cent is the extreme of 
taxes and insurance, leaving at the least 1 1-2 per cent for 
repairs. 

Upon this basis the appropriation for repairs on our school 
houses would have been $615 instead of $250. 


It scarcely need be said, so obvious must it be to all, that 
school houses are and must be subject to vastly more wear and 
tear than ordinary houses. The ordinary appropriation for 
repairs should not be less than $500. | 


During the past year only the absolutely necessary repairs. 
have been made, but to do this we have been forced to exceed 
the appropriation for repairs. We have believed that we best 
served the town by preserving its property, even if obliged to 
spend more than was appropriated. Much, however, has been 
left undone which was really needed. We are convinced that 
the town loses much more by depreciation in the value of its 
property, than all it gains by too small appropriations. No 
private individual would regard it as econciy to so care for 
his own property. 

There are several directions in which money is needed and 
imperatively demanded, to properly care for our school proper- 
ty during the ensuing year. | 

The furniture in the Union Grammar School isin a sad 
state of dilapidation, and affords a sad commentary upon the 
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efficiency of discipline in years long gone by. Its condition is 
such as to be itself an educational influence of the degrading 
sort, and is no longer tolerable. The cost of putting new desks 
in that school room would be $250. 

The Providence street house suffers much injury from per- 
sons not connected with the schools. The grounds there seem 
‘to be chosen as a sort of loafing place of evenings and Sun- 
days, especially in warm weather, and the very disproportion- 
ate quantity of broken glass there, together with other injuries, 
are beyond question, often the result of wanton or mischievous 
sport. The Committee has, during the past year, had the law 
regarding injury to school houses and property printed and 
posted at all the school houses, and it appears also in an appen- 
dix to this report. 

The grounds to the Providence street house should be fenced 
in and provided with gates which may be locked. The expense 
of this is estimated at $500. 


A claim for indemnity has been made on the town for injury 
sustained by pupils using a private well in the neighborhood of 
the Union school house, and doubtless there was just cause for 
complaint. A well should be provided on the school premises 
to supply the wants of the 275 or 300 pupils of the Union and 
High schools. A well is also needed for the Park hill school. 
These wells would require an expenditure of at least $200. 

Considerable is needed for repairs of the more ordinary 
kind in such a variety of ways as cannot be well enumerated, 
to the extent of at least $400. The entire appropriation for 
repairs should therefore be not less than $1200. 


"TEACHERS. 


Some of our schools have, as heretofore, suffered from the — 
common evil of frequent change of teachers. Changes have 
taken place during the year at the Old Common, Park hill, and 
in all the Providence street schools. 

In every instance either the change itself or the cause which 
has made a change necessary, has been an injury to the schools. 
Some of the changes in teachers have taken place on account 
of dissatisfaction with their work, while others have occurred 
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because successful teachers have received greater inducements 
elsewhere. ‘Thus are we furnished a double argument for such 
increase of funds as will permit us to employ such teachers as 
will be worth retaining, and to prevent other places from rob- 
bing us of the good teachers we wish to keep. When vacan- 
cies have occurred, we have found it extremely difficult to find 
satisfactory successors ; not that there is ever any lack of can- 
didates, but of candidates who can furnish such evidence of 
fitness for the work as to commend them to our favor. 
This leads us to consider 


THE Pay or TEACHERS. 

At one time during the year, while endeavoring to fill some 
vacancies, a considerable number of names were furnished us; 
of persons who were recommended by authority worthy of re- 
gard, and correspondence was had with most of them. In 
every instance of teachers with experience, we failed to secure 
them because they were already having more, or were offered 
more elsewhere, than we could pay. 

We were told by one long and extensively acquainted with 
schools and teachers, that if we could pay $500 we could easily 
find good teachers, thereby implying that as a rule the $350 to 
$400 which our best paid lady teachers are now receiving, can 
only under exceptional circumstances secure and retain the 
best teachers. Occasionally an efficient and thoroughly excel- 
lent teacher will serve for this small sum, because of some so- 
cial or domestic advantage, the proximity to their home, or for 
some similar reason; such has been the case in some of our 
schools. As a rule, however, teachers are actuated by the same 
motives as other persons, and while willing to give their best 
services, they will yet seek those places where their services 
are best remunerated. 

The best teachers are none too good for our children, and 
our only way to get them is to pay what they can get elsewhere. 
It is of no use for fault-finders and harsh critics to say teach- 
ers are paid too much—“ they are not worth it.” Commodi- 
ties of all sorts are worth what they will bring in the market, 
and the services of men and women in any capacity, from do-

mestics and day laborers to teachers, doctors, lawyers, clergy- 
men and authors, form no exception to the general law. 

Teachers in abundance can be found for from $6.00 to $8.00 
per week, but we do not want them. Really good teachers, 
who have experience, are getting from $12.00 to $15.00, and 
are worth it, and if we want such we must pay them. With 
such teachers and such pay, we should not suffer greatly from 
frequent changes among our teachers. 

Any proper conception of the duties of a teacher, of whom 
vastly more is required, both in scholarship, ability and actual 
work, than was the case in former times, when the man lived 
who so complacently refers to the superiority of the schools 
“when I was a boy,” will lead one to understand and to con- 
cede the truth of the assertion that thoroughly good teachers 
are as a rule underpaid. 

What is the work that teachers are doing for the commun- 
ity’ It is not simply teaching to read a few pages of compar- 
atively unimportant matter from the pages of a reading book, 
the processes for a few simple arithmetical computations, a few 
geographical facts, and a few rules of grammatical usage; 
these are only incidental to the far greater work of training 
up children to become industrious, intelligent, honest and up 
right parents and citizens, who shall maintain the commercial, 
political and religious safeguards of society and the state. 

Judged by these tests, with all their faults, and they are _ 
many, seen and known by their friends quite as well as by their 
foes, the schools of Massachusetts must be pronounced suc- 
cessful. 

In this view of the case, the work of our teachers admits of 
no estimate of pecuniary value, and all must agree that any 
policy that risks so important interests for the sake of a few 
dollars or a few thousands, is in the last degree short-sighted. 

A town is what its citizens are, and its citizens are what its 
schools make them. If our town wishes to stand in the van 
of the sister towns of our state we must be willing to sacrifice 
more for our schools. 

Give us money and your Committee will accept the respon- 
sibility of giving you good schools. We ask for a more liber- 
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el appropriation than ever before. It ought not to be less 


than $9000. 
ATTENDANCE. 


The statistical table shows the average and per cent of at- 
tendance in the several schools for the terms and the year. 
Sickness in the fall and winter greatly reduced the attendance 
in all the village schools, an epidemic of mumps having pre- 
vailed very extensively in them. The carelessness and indif- 
ference of parents has, as in past years, given much cause of 
complaint, while the evil of truancy is by no means cured. 
Without doubt a truant school for the county will be provided 
within a year or two, where this class of incorrigibles can be 
effectually dealt with. . 

The laws regarding the employment of children in the man- 
ufacturing establishments do not seem to be so fully understood 
as they ought. We therefore insert them in the appendix to 


this report. 
HigH SCHOOL. 


The High School has been all the year under the same teach- 
ers as at the time of our last report, and has been in a satisfac- 
tory condition. A class of 35, (12 girls and 28 boys,) was ad- 
mitted in the spring, and a less number than usual has dropped 
out, so that the school has through the year kept very good 
numbers, as appears from the following statement of the num- 
bers enrolled in each class during the year.

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EVENING SCHOOLS. 


At the beginning of the winter term of the schools, an eve- 
ning school was opened in the Union Grammar school room, 
under Mr. W. P. Brown, with Miss Fanny Browning as assist- 
ant. It was purposed to open another school in Bramanville 
if sufficient numbers applied, but there seemed to be no sufh- 
cient demand for it The school began with about 35 pupils ; 
aiter afew weeks it fell off to 15 or 18, and thereafter Mr. 
Brown taught it without an assistant. The school continued 
for ten weeks. 

A very large number of children virtually finish their attend 
ance upno school at 14 years of age, when the law permits 
their constant employment in the mills; for this class the 
evening schools are designed, and they should be regarded as 
a very important part of the school system of our town. 


ScHOOL CENSUS. 


The enumeration taken according to law in the month of 
May showed that there were 951 children between 5 and 15 
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years of age, or 15 less than in the previous year. ‘They were 
distributed as follows in the diffierent parts of the town, viz:

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENCE. 


Another year of school work has served to convince us more 
than ever of the need of a Superintendent for our schools, 
a practical educator familiar with the practical work of the 
school room, and with the advanced’ and constantly devel- 
oping ideas of school management and methods of instruc- 
tion. The time your Committee give the schools, is given only 
at great personal inconvenience and sacrifice, and they are very 
well aware that at best it is too little to be at all adequate to 
the magnitude of the interest involved, and this must be the 
case in most communities ; in ours there is no escape from it 
except through the employment of a competent superintendent. 

The fallacy that good teachers do not need supervision, 
(sometimes urged against a superintendency,) is at once appa- 
rent to the teachers, who in direct ratio to their excellence, 
earnestly desire and fully appreciate good supervision. 

We are confident our citizens can make no wiser expendi- 
ture of money than in employing a superintendent for their 
schools. 

The plan of joint employment of superintendent by adjoin- 
jug towns, recommended a year ago, seems on general princi- 
ples feasible, and has in the experience of Canton and Milton, 
as well as in Waltham and Watertown, been proven to be very 
satisfactory. Your Committee had hoped that Grafton and 
Millbury might unite in the same way, but we have-as yet 
failed to bring about concert of action with the Grafton Com- 
mittee ; we hope it may yet be effected. Meantime let not our 
town fail to secure the advantages of a superintendency. These 
advantages are thus set forth in a recent letter from A. P. 
Stone, L.L. D., superintendent of the Springfield schools, who 
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needs no introduction to the Millbury people, to whom he is so 
well and favorably known. Dr. Stone says: 

“ Your money will go from 10 to 15 per cent further under 
thorough and intelligent superintendency than in the ordinary 
way. . . Supervision and improved teaching force are the 
present great wants of the schools.” 

INSTRUCTION IN SEWING. 

In November a petition was received by the Committee, sign- 
ed by a large number of our best citizens, asking that provis- 
ion be made in our schools for instruction in plain sewing. 

Our plans for the expenditures for the current year were 
then matured, and we could see no way for a favorable response 
to the petition during the present year. 

The committee see some practical obstacles in the way of 
the project, some of which we here set forth. The time of the 
teachers is now fully occupied with instruction required by law. 
The following questions also arise in this connection:—Who 
will furnish the material? Who will plan, cut out and finally 
distribute the work ? This could scarcely be required of our 
teachers. ; 

The schools plainly cannot teach everything, nor discharge 
allthe duties of parents. It may be fairly questioned if the 
poorer class, such as those referred to in the petition, and in 
whose special behalf the request was made, do not suffer quite 
as much from ignorance of cookery, and general household 
economics, as from ignorance of sewing, but our schools surely 
cannot undertake to supply all such deficiencies. There must 
be a limit somewhere, and it is at least a question whether 
sewing is included within the legitimate limits of school work. 

It is possible that if some of the outside parties who are so 
interested in the matter as appears in the petition, are willing 
to volunteer their services as teachers of this branch, and to 
be responsible for the planning and preparation of the work, 
providing material, &c., &c., that some feasible arrangement 
can be made to ARSE: what the petitioners desire. With- 
out making any pledges, the Committee, appreciating the mo- 
tives prompting the petition, declare themselves ready to care- 
fully consider the matter, and at the proper time, they will be 
glad to confer with the petitioners regarding it. 
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CONDITION AND WORK OF THE SCHOOLS. 


The work of .the schools has been done much as usual during 
the year, and while your Committee have seen much to criti- 
cise and many opportunrties for improvement, it has been, after 
all, fairly successful. As amatter of course, considerable ine- 
quality of ability in teaching is found among so many teachers, 
so that not all are equally successful. 

We have endeavored to encourage natural methods of instruc- 
tion, and to resist the very great tendency of schools to fall 
into the dull routine of books, which at best are but dead in- 
structors unless vivified by an alert, wide-awake and progres- 
sive teacher. 

One kind of work we deem worthy of especial remark. In- 
creased attention has been given in the primary and interme- 
diate schools to instruction in the written use of language, and 
has been attended with results which we think may well be re- 
garded as somewhat remarkable, and must, we are confident, 
be of great value to the scholars in their future school work 
and their after lives. ; 


In presenting our Annual Report, which has been of neces- 
sity very hastily written, we again, as we have done in years 
past, express our confidence in our schools and commend them 
to your generous care. 

The product of our schoois will reflect more honor, or dis- 
honor, upon our town than the product of our mills; and as 
mills using antiquated machinery cannot compete with those 
using that which is new and improved, so must our schools, if 
they are in the best way to fulfill their function of making 
good citizens, be furnished with the best teachers and the best. 
supervision. 


To secure this we ask your hearty co-operation.

A PPEHN DIX. 


Laws concerning Employment of Children, and Injury 
to School Houses, Premises, Furniture, &e. 


CHAPTER 52.—An Act relating to the Employment of Children and 
Regulations respecting them. 
Be tt enacted, sc. as follows : — 

Section 1. No child under the age of ten years shall be employed 
in any manufacturing, mechanical or “mercantile establishment in this 
Commonwealth ; and any parent or guardian who permits such em- 
ployment, shall for such offence forfeit a sum of not less than twenty, 
nor more than fifty dollars, for the use of the public schools of the city 
or town. 


Src. 2. No child under the age of fourteen years, shall be so em- 
ployed unless during the year next preceding said employment, he has 
attended some public or private day school, under teachers approved 
by the School Committee of the place where such school is kept, at 
least twenty weeks; which time may be divided into two terms, each 
of ten consecutive weeks, so far as the arrangements of school terms 
will allow; nor shall such employment continue unless such child shall 
attend school as herein provided, in each and every year; and no child 
shall be so employed who does not present a certificate made by, or 
under the direction of, said school committee, of his compliance with 
the requirements of this act ; provided, however, that a regular attend- 
ance, during the continuance of such employment, in any school known 
as a half time day school, or an attendance in any public or private © 
day-school, twenty weeks as above stated, may be accepted by said 
School Committee as a substitute for the attendance herein required. 


Src. 38. Every owner, superintendent, or overseer in any estab- 
lishment above named, who employs, or permits to be employed, any 
child in violation of the second section of this Act, and every parent 
or guardian who permits such employment shall for such offence forfeit 
asum of not less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars, for the use 
of the public schools of such city or town. 

Sec. 4.. The truant officers shall, at least once in every school term 
and as often as the.School Committee require, visit the establishments 
described by this Act in their respective cities and towns, and inquire 
into the situation of the children employed therein, ascertain whether 
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the provisions of this Act are duly observed, and report all violations 
to the School Committee. 


Src. 5. All Actsand parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
this Act are hereby repealed. [ Approved, March 16, 1876. | 


CHAPTER 257.—An Act in addition to an “Act relating to the Em- 
ployment of Children, and Regulation respecting them.” 


Be it enacted, &c., as follows : — 


Section 1. Every owner, superintendent or overseer of any man- 
ufacturing, mechanical or mercantile establishment in this Common- 
wealth, shall require and keep on file a certificate of the age and place 
of birth of every minor child under the age of sixteen years in his 
employ, or in the employ of such establishment, so long as such minor 
shall be so employed; which certificate shall also state, in the case of a 
minor under the age of fourteen years, the amount of his or her school 
attendance during the year next preceding such employment. Said 
certificate shall be made by or under the direction of the School Com- 
mittee of the place where such attendance has been ne or where such 
establishment is located. 


Src. 2. In caseno such certificate shall have been required by such 
owner, superintendent or overseer, then such employment shall be 
deemed to have been a violation of the second section of chapter fifty-two, 
of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six. 


Sec. 8. The truant officers may demand the names of the minor 
children under the age of sixteen years employed in the establishments 
above named in their several cities and towns, and may require that the 
certificates of age, and school attendance prescribed in this Act shall 
be produced for their inspection; and, if the name and certificate as 
aforesaid be not produced in any case, it shall be prima facte evidence 
that the employment of such child is illegal. 


Szec. 4. On and after the first day of May, eighteen hundred and 
eighty, no child under fourteen years of age shall be employed in any 
manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile establishment, while the pub- 
lic schools in the city or town where such child lives are in session, 
unless such child can read and write. Every owner, superintendent or 
overseer in any establishment above named, who employs, or permits 
to be employed, any child in violation of this section, and every parent 
or guardian who permits such employment, shall for every such offence 
forfeit a sum of not less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars, for the 
use of the public schools of such city or town. 


Sec. 5. Section two of chapter fifty-two of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, is hereby amended by inserting after 
the word “ employed,” in the second line the words “except during the 
vacations of the public schools.” [Approved May 15, 1878. ] 
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Law Concernine Injury To ScHoot Houses, THEIR PREMISES 
FURNITURE, &C. 


CuapPTER 161.— Section 67. Whoever willfully and maliciously, 
or wantonly and without cause, destroys, defaces, mars or injures any 
School House, Church, or other building erected or used for the pur- 
poses of education or religious instruction, or for the general diffusion 
of knowledge; or any of the out-buildings, fences, wells or appurte- 
nances, of such School House, Church, or other building; or any fur- 
niture, apparatus, or other property, belonging to, or connected with, 
such School House, Church, or other building; shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the jail 
not excceding one year. 


We have thought the language instruction of primary pupils of so 
much interest, that we have had a limited number of heliotype copies 
of a few selected specimens of the children’s work published, and bound 
in with this report in the appendix (so far as they would go ), to show 
what we are trying to do for the children, and with what success. As 
remarked above, the six specimens selected are among the best, but 
very many others were of nearly equal excellence, while of course some 
were much inferior, but all gave evidence of honest work, and were 
both legible and intelligible. The work was done in blank books spe- 
cially prepared for the purpose. It consists of short stories founded 
upon an engraving at the top of each page, and composed after some 
preliminary conversation, drawing out the child’s observations and im- 
aginings concerning the picture. The writing and composition is the 
actual work of the children, and the copies here shown are perfect re- 
productions, errors and all. The ages of the children are shown on 
the copies. Considering the age of the children. and the newness of 
the work, we think it very creditable. To be able to write legibly and 
express one’s thoughts correctly. is no small part of a liberal education. 
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All sums less than fifty dollars and single Poll Taxes are omitted.

The Committee on By-Laws beg leave to report as follows: 


BY-LAWS. 


OF THE 


TOWN O MILLBURY. 


PROP LG Iba, 


Secrion 1. Every warrant for a town meeting shall be served by 
posting attested copies of the same, at least seven days before the time 
of the meeting to be held under it, at each of the post-offices, and at such 
place in Bramanville, in said town, as the selectmen shall direct in the 
warrant. 


Sec. 2. At the annual meeting, the reports of the Selectmen, Over- 
seers of the Poor, and all other town officers, and,all standing committees, 
shall be first in order, after the choice of Moderator. 


Sec. 3. All motions for granting appropriations, shall be made in 
writing, and shall be referred to a committee on appropriations, which 
shall consist of at least three persons appointed by the moderator at each 
and every town meeting at which money is to be raised appropriated or 
granted ; and no such motion shall be otherwise acted upon by the town 
until reported upon by such committee. All other motions shall be 
submitted in writing when requested by the moderator or clerk. 


Sec. 4. No motion shall be entertained at an adjourned meeting for 
the reconsideration of any vote passed at the original meeting or at any 
adjournment thereof, unless notice of such motion shall have been given 
at such original meeting, or at some intervening adjourned meeting; but 
this by-law may be suspended in any particular case, by a vote of three 
fourths of those present and voting. 


Sec. 5. ‘The duties of the presiding officer at town meetings, not 
specially provided for by the law or by the foregoing rules, shall be de- 


termined by rules of parliamentary law, contained in “ EINES Manual,” 


so far as they are adapted to town meetings. * 
Sec. 6. ‘The annual meeting shall be held on the third Monday in 
March. ; 


Sec. 7. The fiscal year, as far as the accounts of the several town 
officers are concerned, shall close on the first day of March, and all ac- 
counts shall be made up to that time. 
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ARTICLE II. 


SELECTMEN. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have the general care and custody, 
direction and management of all the property of the town, in all matters 
not otherwise provided for. ‘They shall cause their annual reports, to- 
gether with the reports of all other town officers or boards of officers that 
are required to make annual reports, to be printed and placed in the 
hands of the town clerk for distribution at least three days before the time 
for the annual meeting, 


Sec. z. The selectmen shall meet for the transaction of the business 
of the town on the first and third Wednesdays of each calendar month, 
and no order for the payment of any claim against the town shall be 
drawn by them on the treasury except ‘at such regular meeting, or an 
adjournment thereof, a majority of the board being present and signing 
the same. And no order shall be drawn by them on the treasury, at the 
request of any other board of town officers except for bills or claims due, 
and duly presented at such meeting, and approved by a majority of the 
board presenting the same. 


Sec. 3. The Selectmen, or a majority of them, together with the 
Town Clerk, shall visit the alms-house once at least eyery year, and re- 
port to the town annually upon the condition of the town farm, and the 
jnmates of the Alms House. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


Sec. 4. The Overseers of the Poor shall have general charge and 
management of the town farm and the property connected therewith, and 
may employ a Warden and necessary laborers. They shall keep an exact 
recoid of all money received by them from sales of property, or 
from any other source belonging to the town, and of all disbursements on 
account of the town; also, of all contracts made by them, and of all other 
transactions. At the close of the fiscal year they shall prepare and re- 
port to the town a statement of all their receipts and expenditures, and 
of all liabilities incurred by them, and also of all property in their hands, 
or under their care, belonging to the town. At each annual meeting they 
shall submit an estimate of the amount of money necessary to be raised 


by the town to pay the probable expenses of their department for the 
ensuing year. 


ASSESSORS. 
See. 5. The Assessors shall commit no tax list to any collector until 


his bond, required by law, has been procured and approved by the select- 
men, and a written notice thereof given by the selectmen to the assessors, 
signed by at least a majority of the board of selectmen, giving the names 
of the bondsmen, the amount for which they are holden, the date of the 
bond, and that the bond has been filed by the town clerk. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Assessors to audit the accounts of 
the Collector at the close of each fiscal year, and file their certificate to 
that effect with the selectmen, in, time to be published in their annual 
report. Said certificate shall state the amount of taxes collected and paid 
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into the treasury, the amount, if any, still uncollected, and also the 
amount of interest collected and paid into the treasury on taxes over due. 
But this inspection of the accounts of the Collector, shall not be consid- 
ered as taking the place of such exhibits of his accounts, as is now re- 
quired of him by the statute law. 


TOWN CLERK. 


Sec. 7. The Town Clerk shall have the custody of all deeds, bonds 
of town officers policies of insurance on town property, and other valu- 
able papers for sate-keeping and preservation. Hez-shall also see that all 
town property is kept properly insured, the insurance to be effected or 
renewed upon the advice of the selectmen, or other boards of town 
officers, so far as the insurance required pertains to their respective de- 
partments. And it shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to visit the 
almshouse annually with the Board of Selectmen, as required by Art. 
2nd, Sec. 3, of these by-laws. 


TREASURER. 


Sec. 8. ‘The treasurer shall pay no money from the treasury without 
an order therefor signed by a majority of the selectmen, except for town 
notes or bonds, interest on town notes, or bonds, and the state and county 
taxes. : 

He shall prepare a report, to be laid before the town at each annual 
town meeting, of all his receipts and payments, with a statement of the 
balance of his accounts, and of all claims or property of any kind in his 
hands belonging to the town; and a detailed statement of all notes and 
other obligations given by him or his predecessors, and outstanding 
against the town, when due, and the rate of interest they are drawing. 

He shall not borrow any money in behalf of the town upon any 
promissory note or other obligation executed by him as such treasurer, 
unless such note or other obligation is first countersigned by a majority 
of the selectmen. 

He shall furnish the selectmen with his bond, required by law, within 
ten davs from time of his election. 


COLLECTOR. 


Sec. 9. The*town shall annually choose by ballot a Collector of 
Taxes, 

It shall be the duty of the Committee on Appropriations, mentioned 
and provided for in Article 1, Sec. 3, of these by-laws, to report to the 
town at each annual meeting, what sum in their opinion is a sufficient and 
suitable salary for the Collector for the year ensuing, and all original 
motions in reference to the Collector’s salary, shall be referred to the said 
Committee, before other action hall be had by the town thereon. 

The Salledior shall have power to use all means of collecting the 
taxes which a town treasurer when appointed collector, may have. 


TOWN LIBRARY. 


Sec. 10. The Board of Trustees of the Town Library, shall consist 
of five persons, to wit: three persons to be chosen by the town by bal- 
lot, and the Chairman of the School Committee, and the Principal of the 
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High School, as ex-officio, members. Of the persons to be chosen by 
ballot, one shall be chosen annually, and continue in office three years, 
but this election shall be had only as vacancies occur in the present 
Board, at any time after this by-law shall be in force. 

Said Board of Trustees shall have the full charge and government of the 
Town Library. They shall have power to appoint a librarian and fix 
the salary of the same, expend all appropriations by the town for the 
care or improvement of the library, and make all necessary rules for its 
management, impose and collect fines, not exceeding two cents per day 
for any book kept in violation of their rules as to the time that books 
may be kept out of the library; and do all things necessary for the proper 
care and improvement of the library, not inconsistent with statute law 
and the by-laws and votes of the town relating thereto. 

They shall make annual report to the town of the condition of the 
library, and of their doings. 


TRUSTEES OF CEMETERIES, : 


Sec. 11. The town shall choose by ballot a board of ‘Trustees, wh 
shall have the care of the Public Cemeteries. ‘The board shall consist 
of three persons, one of whom shall be elected annually, and continue in 
office three years; but such election shall be had only as vacancies’ occur 
in the present board at any time after this By-Law shall be 1n force. 

The said Trustees may sell and convey lots in the several cemeteries, 
the deeds theretor being countersigned by the town treasurer, under the 
following conditions and restrictions, viz: 


First. ‘That the said lot shall not be used for any other purpose than 
as a place of burial for the dead; and no trees, within the lot or border, 
shall be cut down or destroyed, without the consent of the said ‘Trustees. 


Seconp. ‘That the proprietors of said lot shall have the right to erect 
monuments, cenotaphs, or stones, commemorative of the dead; or to 
cultivate shrubs or plants in the same, subject to the restrictions in Art. 5. 


Tuirp. ‘That if any trees or shrubs in said lot shall become in any 

, way detrimental to the adjacent lots or avenues, or dangerous or inconve- 

nient, it shall be the duty of said Trustees for the time being, to enter 

“into said lot and remove said trees or shrubs, or such parts thereof as are 
thus detrimental, dangerous or inconvenient. 

FourrH. ‘That if any monument, or efliigy, cenotaph, or other struc- 
ture whatever, or any inscription, be placed in or upon the said lot, which 
shall be determined by a majority of the said Trustees for the time being, 
to be offensive or improper, the said Trustees or a majority of them, 
shall have the right and it shall be their duty to enter upon said lot and 
remove said offensive or improper object or objects. 

Firrn. All persons desiring to place curb-stones or fences around 
their lots in Central Cemetery; first shall notify the Trustees of said 
Cemetery, who alone shall have power to locate and fix the grade of such 
curbs and fences, and determine whether the material and design are 
appropriate. 

SixtH. The said lot shall be holden subject to all by-laws, rules and 


regulations made and to be made by the said Board of Trustees, by the 
vote of the ‘Town. 
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DUTIES OF ALL OFFICERS. 


Sec. 12. The several boards of town officers provided for in these 
by-laws, shall pay all moneys belonging to the town received by them in 
their respective departments, from the sale of property or from any other 
source whatsoever, to the Treasurer. ‘They shall, so far as practicable, 
transact all the business coming under their supervision at meetings of the 
several boards at which a majority of the members are present, and also 
keep a record of all contracts, payments of money, and all other transac- 
tions had by them, and at the close of the fiscal year prepare a report of 
all their doings gndé submitithe same at the annual meeting, with a state- 
ment in detail of all their payments and expenditures, and all liabilities 
incurred by them, and claims against the town, and also an inventory of 
all property of the town in their hands or under their care, and all debts 
due to the town, and submit an estimate of the probable expenses of the 
town for the ensuing year in their several departments. 

The inventories of the several boards aforesaid, of town property in 
their possession, shall show an impartial estimate of the value thereof. 


13. All unexpended balances of appropriations in the hands of any 
board or officer of the town at the close of the fiseal year, shall be paid 
into the ‘Treasury, before the annual reports are closed. 


Sec. 14. All vacancies in any of the Boards of ‘Town Officers, not 
otherwise provided by law to be filled, shall be filled by the Board of 
Selectmen, in convention with the remaining members of the board in 
which the vacancy exists. But no person so chosen shall continue in 
office by such election longer than the time of the annual meeting next 
following his election. 


PE Oa Re GH G8 ay AF 


Secrion 1. No building shall be removed over or through a public 
street without a written permission from the selectmen. (Chap. 314, 
1870, 

a z. If any building shall be removed over or through any public 
street, the owner of such building and the person or persons moving the 
same, shall be jointly and severally liable to the town for all damages, 
costs and expenses for which the town may be liable, or which they may 
be compelled to pay in consequence of such removal, or of any obstruc- 
tion, encumbrance or injury occasioned thereby. 


Sec. 3. No person shall bathe or swim in any of the waters within 
the town in a state of nudity, in places exposed to the public view, or in 
the immediate sight of the occupant or occupants of any dwelling-house, 
shop or factory. 

Sec. 4. No person, except the persons in charge of the highways in 
the lawful performance of their duties, or those acting under their orders, 
shall obstruct any sidewalk or street or any part thereof, or break or dig 
the ground of the same} without first obtaining a written license from the 
Selectmen. And the person so licensed, shall put and at all times keep 
up, a suitable railing around the parts of any sidewalk or street so ob- 
structed or dug up, so long as the same shall be unsafe or inconvenient 
for travel, and shall also keep as many lighted lanterns fixed to such rail- 
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ing every night from twilight in the evening, through the whole night, as 
the Selectmen shall direct. 


Sec. 5. Three or more persons shalj not stand in a group or near 
each other on any sidewalk in such a manner as to obstruct a free passage 
for foot passengers after a request to move on made by any of the Select- 
men, Constables or Police Officers of the town. 


Sec. 6. No person shall behave himself in a rude or disorderly man- 
ner, or use any indecent, profane, or insulting language in or near any 
public place in the town, or near any dwelling-house or other building 
therein; or be or remain upon any sidewalk or upon any doorstep or 
other projection from any house or other building so as to annoy or dis- 
turb any person or obstruct any passage to the same. And every person 
so being or remaining as aforesaid, when ordered by any constable, 
watchman, or by the owner or occupant of any building shall at once 
depart peaceably and stay away therefrom. 


Sec. 7. No person shall play at ball, or throw balls or stones, snow- 
balls or footballs, or throw any missiles by hand or otherwise within any 
of the streets of this town, nor do the same in any of the public grounds 
of the town without the permission of the Selectmen first obtained, nor 
shall do the same upon any private grounds within the town, without 
first obtaining the consent of the owner or occupant. 


Sec. 8. No person shall coast or course upon any sled in any of the 
streets or public walks of the town, except such as are designated for that 
purpose by the Selectmen. 


Sec. 9. No person shall ride, drive or suffer a horse under his con- 
trol to go at an immoderate or aapeasoneniel ea tena any street or public 
place within the town, so as to endanger the life, safety or convenience 
of any person properly using any street or public place aforesaid. 


Sec. 10. No person shall make any marks, letters or figures of any 
kind, or post up or affix in any way, any bill, placard or notice, either 
written or printed upon any wall, fence, post, tree or building, without 
the consent of the owner or the person in charge thereof. 


Sec. 11. No person shall throw a carcass of any animal into any 
of the waters within the limits of the town, or suffer or leave any such 
carcass to decay on the surface of the ground or to be insufficiently buried 
therein near any building, street or public way. 


Sec. 12. Every violation of any of the foregoing by-laws, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than two dollars nor more than twenty 
dollars to be recovered by complaint before the District Court, and all 
penalties recovered for the violation of any of the foregoing by- laws, 
shall be paid into the treasury of the town. 


Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the Selectmen, and Constables, to 
prosecute any violation of the foregoing by-laws by complaint as before 
mentioned, such prosecution to be commenced within three months from 
the date of the violation of the by law. 
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Sec. 14. All existing by-laws, except those relating to truants, are 
hereby repealed.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are di- 
rected to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the Town of Millbury, 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall in said Millbury, on Monday, the twentieth day of March, in- 
stant, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, 
to wit :— 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 
Art. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


Art. 3. To bring in their votes “ Yes” or “ No” in answer to the 
question ‘‘ Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in this town. 


Art. 4. To hear the reports of the several Town Officers and Com- 
mittees, and act thereon. 


Art. 5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
_town charges and payment of debt for the year ensuing, and make 
appropriations of the same. 


Art. 6. To determine the time when all taxes shall be payable, and 
make regulations concerning the payment of the same. 


Art. 7. To raise and appropriate money for the care and improve- 
ment of the Town Library. 


Art. 8. To raise and appropriate money for the care and improvement 
of the Cemeteries. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will accept the list of names prepared by 
the Selectmen to be placed in the jury box, or take action relating 
to the same. 


Art. 10. To see what compensation the town will allow members 
of the Fire Department for their services. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money to be 
placed at the disposal of the Selectmen, for use in prosecuting persons. 
selling intoxicating liquors illegally. 
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Art. 12. To see if the town will authorize its Collector to use all 
means of collecting taxes, which a town treasurer, when appointed 
collector, may use. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will authorize its Treasurer to borrow 
money for the use of the town. 


Art. 14. To appropriate money to defray the expenses of a suitable 
observance of Memorial day. 


Art. 15. To determine the manner of repairing the highways, town- 
ways and bridges the year ensuing. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will appropriate any money for the 
lighting of the streets. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will appropriate any money to take care 
of the clocks on the meeting-houses in town. 


Art. 18. To see in what manner the town will direct their town 
meetings to be warned. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will appropriate any money to keep the 
sidewalks in repair. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will elect or provide for the appointment 
of a Board of Health or take any action relative thereto. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will adopt By-laws for directing and 
managing its prudential affairs, preserving the peace and good order 
therein, and affix penalties for breaches of such by-laws, or take any 
action relative thereto. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will, by its vote or otherwise, ask the 
Legislature to extend to women who are citizens the right to hold 
Town offices and to vote in Town affairs on the same terms as male 
citizens. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will furnish heat and light, 4 reading- 
room in the Town House, or take any action relative thereto. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will build and maintain cross walks at 
points in streets where, in the judgment of the selectmen, they are 
needed, and raise and appropriate money therefor. ; 

Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to build a sidewalk on the 
northerly side of Canal Street, from B. & A. R. R. Station to Main 
Street, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 

Art. 26. To see if the Town will authorize the Overseers of the Poor 
to sell a portion of the wood standing on the town farm, and to apply 


the proceeds thereof for the improvement of the buildings on the 
farm. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will purchase the unfenced portion 
of the “Old Common” so called, and raise and appropriate money 
therefor. 


Art. 28. To see what the Town will do in paying for water supplied 


to High School and other adjacent schools, in past years, and also in 
providing same for future. 
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Art. 29. To see if the Town will purchase the re-vertionary interest 
in the High School estate, and perfect its title to same. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will purchase a Hook and Ladder truck 
for the use of Fire Department, or take any action relating thereto. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate money to 
build a sidewalk on Waters Street, from Grove, to Elm Street. 


Art. 32. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate any money to 
widen a small piece of the road above Burling Mills. 


Art. 33. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate any money to 
lower the culvert on Sycamore Street, near the buildings of M. P. 
Shahan. 


Art. 34. To see if the town will raise and appropriate money to pay 
the balance due for curbing town lots in Cemetery. 


Art. 35. ‘To see if the town will accept of the town way as recently 
laid out by the Selectmen, from a point in the easterly line of Miles 
Street, near the residence of Geo. A. Flagg. in a northeasterly di- 
rection to a point in the old county road from Millbury to Worcester, 
near the house of Franklin Howe, and raise and appropriate money 
therefor. 


Art. 36. To see if the town will authorize the Scene to purchase 
such gravel pits as they may deem best. 


Art. 37. Tosee if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of money, 
to build a sidewalk from near the Butler house to the house of 
H. T. Merriam, on Main Street. 


Art. 38. To see if the town will build a sidewalk on Burbank Street, 
and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 39. ‘To raise and appropriate money to pay the expenses of the 
Committee on the pollution of the Blackstone River by the Worces- 
ter sewage, or take any action in regard to the matter. 


Art. 40. To see if the town will cause arrangements to be made for 
giving fire alarms. 

Art. 41. To see if the town will make an appropriation for the repair 
of the private way to house of Thomas Gribbins, on Tainter Hill. 


Art. 42. To see if the town will lease the three upper rooms of the 
Town House to the Grand Army of the Republic for a term of years, 
or take any action thereon. 

Art. 43. To see if the town will instruct the School Committee to 
cause the Sub-Primary schools in town, to hold two sessions each 
day, and raise and appropriate money to provide suitable accommo- 
dation for the same, if necessary. 

Art. 44. To see if the town will purchase a stone-crusher, for use in 
repairing the highways, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 45. To see if the town will straighten and widen the traveled 
part of Gould Street, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 
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Art. 46. To see if the town will build a culvert at corner of Canal and 
Elm Streets, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 47. To see if the town will grant the use of Blanchard Hall or 
some other suitable room in the Town House during the ensuing 
year, for the free public meetings of the Millbury Farmers’ and 
Mechanics’ Association, upon the same terms that have been granted 
to the Millbury Brass Band during the past year, and to see if the 
town will refund to said association the amount paid the town for the 
use of rooms during the past year, or any portion of said amount, or 
take any action in relation thereto. 


Art. 48. To see if the town will purchase of John Rhodes a strp 
of land, five feet wide, adjoining the easterly line of the Town House 
lot, and make an appropriation therefor. ; 


Art. 49. To see if the town will accept of the road, as recently relo- 
cated by the Selectmen, from near:‘the house of Charles A. Kendall 
in West Millbury, to near the house of Richard Murphy, and raise 
and appropriate money therefro. 


Art. 50. To see if the town will purchase a road-scraper, and appro- 
priate money therefor, or take any action thereon. 


Art. 51. To choose any Committee or Committees that may be 
thought necessary. 


Art. 52. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to employ 
counsel in any suit which may be brought against the town. 


Art. 538. To see if the town will authorize the School Committee to 
employ a Superintendent of Schools, and will raise and appropriate 
money to pay such Superintendent. 


Art. 54. To see if the town will vote to purchase one or more steam 
fire engines, and make an appropriation therefor or take any action 
thereon.
